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This papers is responsive to an Office Action dated October 22, 2004, by which the 
Examiner requires restriction to one of two inventions (defined by Group I and II) under 35 
U.S.C. Section 121. The inventions are as follows: 

Group I, including claims 17-48, drawn to a method for selectively accomplishing 
electronic communications, classified in class 348, subclass 14.08; and 

Group II, including claim 49, drawn to a method of processing communications on-line 
to consummate transactions, classified in class 379, subclass 93.12. 

The Examiner indicates that Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed 
as usable together in a single combination. Because the inventions are distinct for the reasons 
given by the Examiner and have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classifications, the Examiner requires restriction for examination purposes.
